Attacks Swinney’s Story.

DIVORCE COURT NO 
PLACE FOR TRIVIAL 





Judge McQuillin, Refusing De- 
cree, Says Court Canhot Go 
Beyond the Law. 


Motions of both attorneys for a new 
trial in the divorce suit of Archibald 


ruled Friday by Judge McQuillin, on the 
ground that the case made did not fall 
within any ground prescribed by stat- 
ute, although it appears the couple never 
will live together again. 

“No court is justified under our sys- 
tem in going beyond the law because 
it may be thought desirable to relieve a 
difficult situation,”’ said the Judge. ‘‘The 
law does not sanction divorce for light 
and transient ‘causes. No court has 
power to change or extend the law. 
What appears to be judicial legislation 
is sometimes invoked for the ‘purpose 


‘of ascertaining and giving effect to the 


legislative intent. 

“Tt should never be used to supplant a 
clear, positive legal mandate with what 
may be conceived to be the demands 
of the convenience and comfort of the 
parties litigant. Such action is inconsist- 
ent with our whole theory of govern- 
ment, law and jurisprudence since it, to 
that extent, substitutes government of 
laws by a government.of men.”’ 

Judge McQuillan, a few days ago, dis- 
missed Kelly’s petition and Mrs. Kelly’s 
cross bill. In asking a new trial, the 
attorneys suggested that either of the 
litigants be granted a decree.

Other Mills Expected to Increase 
Pay—Vital Effect on Textile 
Industry,

BOSTON, March L—The American 
Woolen Ce, the ‘“Trust,’’ today 
notified its agents in_ all of 
its 33 mills in New England § and 
New York State to advance wages 5 per 
cent. The order affects about 30,000 op- 
eratives, and is regarded as an opening 
wedge toward settling the Lawrence 
strike. 

The action of the American: Woolen 
Co. is expected to have a far-reaching 
effect in the woolen industry. It is 
expected’ by mill men here that many 
other important miNs will also decide 
to advance wages. There also is a 
strong feeling in Boston textile circles 
that the action of the American Woolen 
Co., Arlington Mills and Uswoco Mills 


‘lin Lawrence in posting notices of a 


wage advance will contribute materially 
to a speedy ending of the strike in that 
city, which has been in progress 50 days. 


LARGE! LAWRENCE 
‘MILL RAISES PAY 


Children Workers: Leave Strike 
‘Scene to Appear,Before _ 


Congressmen. 
By Associated Press. 
LAWRENCE, Mass., March 1.—The 
posting of notices today in the Arling- 
ton Cotton and Worsted Mills, whith 
employs 5500 hands, announcing a wage 
increase of at least five per cent to take 
effect next Monday was regarded as an 
important step toward the speedy settle- 
ment of the great textile strike which 
involves nearly 20,000 persons. 

The feeling was general in Lawrence 
that many of the other mills hére would 
make similar concessions to the oper- 
atives. The Arlington mills are not 
connected with the American Woolen 
Co., the ‘‘trust.”’ 

The Executive Committee of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, which 
was in session an hour this afternoon, 
voted to recommend that the strikers re- 
‘fuse an advance in wages of 5 per cent. 
Mass meetings probably will be called to 
consider today’s developments. 

A’ scarcity of strikers doing picket 
duty was apparent in the hours pre- 
ceding the time for beginning work. 
There appeared to be a slight increase 
in the number of people entering the 
various mills. 

A party of children who have worked 
in the mills and who had been requested 
to appear before a congressional com- 
mittee in Washington tomorrow, left 
the city at 7:11 a. m. today. The dele- 
gation included only 13 minors, four of 
whom were girls. 

Among the children, all of whom have 
been employed in the mills, was Car- 
mella Peeli, 15 years old, who, about a 
year ago, while at work, lost a part of 
her scalp when her hair caught in the 
machinery.

Traveling through Illinois on passen- 
ger trains Friday is like crossing a des- 
ert so far as getting an intoxicating 
drink is concerned. ag all 

All railreads operating between St. 
Louis and Chicago, and practically all 
other parts of the State, issued an order 
Thursday that after midnight no drinks 
were to be sold on any passenger or buf- 
fet car operated on their lines. 

The slature of Illinois passed a 


law, ctive July 1, 1911, prohibiting 

ithe sale of intoxicating liquors on trains. 

Some doubt existed as to whether the 
law applied to buffet, dining and club 
cars. The railroads came to the con- 
clusion recently that the,\law was ap- 
plicable to all parts of trains, and de- 
cided to enforce it to the letter. 

Buffet trains, which formerly carried 
ample stocks of beer and other liquors, 
carried not a drop between St. Louis and 
Chicago after midnight. Thirsty pas- 
sengers who had forgotten that the law 
had become effective .“were surprised 

~-| when they ordered their jorums. 

One of the results of the law was te 
send the thirsty passengers in haste to 
saloons near Union Station Friday morn- 
ing. There was a big rush on the part 
of the travelers whose throats had been 
parched since midnight. 

A St. Louis official told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter there was no escape from 
aithe law. The only way a passenger be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago could get 
a drink, he said, was to provide himself 
with a flask before he started, or take 
chances of getting a nip at stops in wet 
towns. ! 

Officials of every railroad operating 
between St. Louis and Chicago gave 
their employes ironclad orders to obey 
the law after midnight. No sort of 
persuasion could induce the porters on 
the trains to ‘“‘find’’ one of the small 
bottles of whisky and a glass. 

The roads issuing the order forbid- 
ding the. sale of Hquors on trains were 
the Monon, the Wabash, Rock Island, 
Illinois Central, Chicago & Alton, Chi- 
cago Great Western, Chicaga & Eastern 
Illinois, Chicago & Northwestern, Chix 
cago, Sedbnston & Quincy, Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St: Paul.

Judge in Sentencing Lazy Father 
Says He Was Born Tired, 


' * Never Got Rested. 


CHICAGO, March 1.—Chicago’s laziest 
man will begin serving a six-months’ 
sentence in the workhouse today. He is 
Gustav Schillinger, the father of sev- 
eral children.

Shooting and Looting as 
Flames Light Night Sky. 





TEN LOOTERS EXECUTED 





Loss of Life Placed at Fewer 
Than 100, Americans Take 
Refuge at Legation. 





By Associated Press. 

PEKIN, March 1 (8 p. m.)—At 7:30 
this evening desultory shooting again 
began in the city. 

It is believed that Yuan-Shi- Kal has 
lost some of his control. None of the 
troops except the Manchus are to be 
depended on and they evidently care 
only to defend the imperial and forbid- 
den cities. 

Throughout the day looting of stores 
an’ residenc has been going on in 
various parts of the city, and there havs 
been several skirmishes betweén the 
loyal troops and the mutineers in the 
outskirts. The majority of the muti- 
neers, however, had left the Central dis- 
tricts before morning. 

Ten‘ looters captured in the act of 
jearrying of property were executed on 

the spot by loyal soldiers, several regi- 

ments of whom are patrolling the 
streets. 

The incendiary fires which were 
started. last night have all been ex- 
tinguished or have died out. The loss 
is estimated approximately at $15,000,000. 

Peor Rake Asheg of Fire, 

The smoldering fires in many districts 
of the city this evening are being raked 
over by throngs of the poor. No fresh 
fires haye occurred today, but there has 
been some further looting in remote 
quarters of the city.

Editions, Etc., in New York 
Is a Success.

NEW YORK, March 1.—The gale of 
the books of the late Capt. John Frank- 
lin Hinckley of St. Louis at Anderson’s,’ 
was, in the opinion of experts, success- 
ful in the way of high prices realized. 

The highest prices were paid for 
sets for authors in de luxe, autographed 
and with the leaf of ‘‘Advertisement”’ in 
a copy of the first edition of the poems 
of John Keats, virtually in perfect con- 
dition., paid $515. A complete set of the 
Joseph Jefferson autograph editions of 
the works of Washington Irving were 
sold to G. Weis for $510. George D. 
Smith gave $465 for a copy of the first 
issue of the first edition of the “Vicar 
of Wakefield,” in the original condition 
and with the leaf of “‘Advertiseemnt’”’ in 
duplicate. 

G. Weis, the dealer, who has a4 pench- 
ant for sets of editions de luxe, got for 
$365 the works of Eugene Feld, in 12 
volumes, on Japan paper, an edition 
limited to 100 copies. Thirty-seven vol- 
umes of the novel of Charles Leres, ed- 
ited by his daughter and known as;"the 
author’s edition,’”” went to Weis for 
$242. 

The copy of the autograph centenary 
edition of the complete works of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson sold to J. M. Douglas 
for $215. Volume 1 of this set con- 
tains an autograph letter signed by 
Emerson, in which he offers to lecture 
for the “‘munificent sufm of $25.”’ 

Columbia University paid $201 for the 
first complete edition of the works of 
Moliere printed in Paris in 1674-75. A 
copy of the original edition of John 
Smith’s “‘An Historical Account of the 
Expedition Against the Ohio Indians,’ 
etc., was sold to G. Weis for $270. 





Hinckley was a consulting engineer 
and resided at 5819 Cates avenue with 
his sister, Mrs. Fannie Watson. He 
died Feb. 19, 1911, leaving an estate of 
$353,802.71, which included 2800 rare and 
expensive books occupying 115 sections 
of book cases. < 
Hinckley is said to have spent be- 
tween $75,000 and $80,000 for books, his 
penchant: being for first editions, auto- 
graph copies and works on de luxe pa- 
per in art bindings. His estate was left 
to his sister, her daughter, Miss Martha 
Watson, and two  nephews—Clinton 
Fish of Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
Charles A. Fisk Jr. of Amarillo, Tex.

Corrupt Practices at Wiscon- 


sin Primaries. ‘ 





HE CRITICISES HEYBURN 





Also Declares That Unless Seat 
Is Vacated Senate Will Lose. 
People’s Respect. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 1.—Insisting 


that any act of corruption that con- 
tributes to nomination in a senatorial 
primary is just as culpable as if it oc- 
curs in election by a legislature, Sen- 
ator Bristow of Kansas today urged the 
Senate to reject the majority report of 
the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, exonerating Senator Stephenson 
of Wisconsin of the charge that corrupt 
practices were employed in securing his 
election. 

“I believe,” said Senator Bristow, 
“the evidence shows that corrupt meth- 
ods and practices were used®* that Ste- 
phensgon and his managers not only cor- 
ruptly used money to secure his elec- 
tion, but also flagrantly violated the 
laws of the State of Wisconsin against 
corrupt practices in elections, and that 
by mere technicalities they seek to 
avoid the responsibility for their con- 
duct, 

_ Question to Decide. 

*‘Any man Who will openly violate the 
statutes of his State that have been 
passed to, protect the honesty of its 
elections is not worthy of a seat in this 
body, yet the primary question for the 
Senate to decide is not were the stat- 
utes of Wisconsin violated, but, did 
corruption in the election of Mr. Ste- 
phenson actually occur. 

“Mr. Heyburn, in his opinfon in the 
report, takes the amazing position that 
corruption in the primary election can- 
not be ‘considered as having any bear- 
ing on the legislative election; that the 


} primary practically has no more con- 


nection with the action of the legisla- 
tor than a ‘straw vote’ would have. 

“The methods and practices which 
they used in the primary Mr. Heyburn 
himself condemned in the following lan- 
guage: 3 

‘““*The amount of money expended in 
the primary campaign was so extrava- 
gant and the expenditures were made 
with such reckless disregard of the pro- 
priety as to justify the sharpest criti- 
cism. Such expenditures were in vio- 
lation of the fundamental principles 
underlying our system of government, 
which contemplated the selection of can- 
didates by the electors and not the se- 
lection -of the electors by the candi- 
date.’ 

“Yet, by an ingenious argument,’’ con- 
tinued the Senator, ‘‘Mr. Heyburn at- 
tempts to exempt Mr. Stephenson from 
the results of corrupt practices in the 
primary, the boldness of which is shock- 
ing.to the patriotic sense of every 
honest American citizen. 

Nomination Was Necessary. 

“The majority of the candidates for 
the Legislature publicly declared they 
would vote in the Legislature for the 
man for United States Senator who se- 
cured the party nomination in the pri- 
mary; so it was necessary for Mr. Steph- 
enson to have that nomination in order 
to secure the election, and the corrupt 
or unlawful’ expenditure of money in 
securing votes in the primary was just 
as heinous! as would have been its ex- 
penditure to get votes in the legislative 
election.” 

Senator Bristow then quoted Senator 
Stephenson’s testimony admitting that 
he had expended $107,793 and made a de- 
tailed statement in regard to the organ- 
ization of the Stephenson campaign 
committee. Quoting from the testimony, 
he said that Mr. Stephenson’s managers 
paid money to different candidates of 
the Legisiature, three of whom were 
elected, and that if the votes of those 
members <had not been cast for Ste- 
phenson he would not have been elect- 
ed and that Stephenson hired a large 
number of men to go about the State 
and @disburse money in counties, town- 
ships and wards to different individuals 
to induce them to work for Stephenson 
at the election. Senator Bristow de- 
clared that not only was this done with 
Stephenson’s knowledge, but that he 
actually participated in the distribution 
of these funds. 
Seat a Toy for Rich. 

‘Tf such campaigns as that which re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. Stephenson 
are to meet the approval of this body,’’ 
concluded the speaker, ‘‘then it will lose 
the respect of the American people. The 
Senate cannot have the confidence of 
the people if men immensely rich, with 
little qualification for the great office 
of Senator of the United States, but 
who desire the position as a child wants 
a toy, are to be permitted to empley 
political highwaymen as managers and 
organizers such as the agents of Ste- 
phenson were, and then turn over to 
them vasts sums of ‘money to be used 
in purchasing the support of men 
wherever they can be found who will 
yield to such inducement. 

“Tf this Government is to live, cor- 
ruption in high places must be made as 
heinous as treason, for it is in the end 
more dangerous to the nation’s wel- 


fare.”’ 


WASHINGTON, 
against Senator Isaac Stephenson of 
Wisconsin has now reached a stage 
where bitterness begins to crop out.

Inspectors Swoop Down on East

Before laying himself down to sleep 
in Eagt St. Louls, a man must here- 
after measure his room to make,sure 
that it contains 650 cubic feet of air 
for him, and the same amount for every } 
other person sleeping there. If it does 
not, he is in danger of being yanked 
from his couch at the dread hour of 


midnight, or thereabout, and carried to 
the police station. 

That was what happened to 52 men 
early Friday, in a. series of lodging 
house raids which ended at 3:30 a. m. 
Under the Illinois law, not only the 
proprietors of lodging houses, but the 
inmates, are liable for the violation of 
the statute. Thereforé, Inspectors Grigs- 
by, Fawcett and Lehmann. arrested 
every man whom they found sleeping 
in rooms which had: lesa. than the re- 
quired 650 cubic feet of alr space” for 
each occupant. 

At 1400 Walnut avenue they arrested 
three men, at 1500 Brady ayvénue, %; at 
1536 Converse avenue, 9, and at 1501 Wal- 
nut avenue, 14. Nearly all--were labor- 
ers who do not speak English, and who 
bad the greatest difficulty in compre- 
hending what it was all about.

Attorney Johnson Objects to 
Referee—City Has Counter 


Claim Involving Adkins. 


A motion filed by Attorney C. Porter 
Johnson, representing the City Con- 
struction Co., asks Judge Allen-to set 
aside his ruling by which he held that 
the suit of that company against the 
city for $793 should be heard by a ref- 
eree. This is the case in which the 
city, In its answer, asks judgment on a 
counter claim against the plaintiff for 
more than $5000, based on allegations cf 
fraud against former Water Commis- 
sioner Ben C. Adkins, who, it is charged, 
illegally issued vouchers to the con- 
struction company while he was in 
charge of the Water Department.

Nebraskan Tells Colleagues It Is 
Time to Act With Decency 
With Colombia. 





WANTS RECORDS OF DEAL 


Says in Support of Resglution 
-Arbitration Should. Settle 
Canal Zone Dispute. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—‘‘The con- 
spiracy which resulted in the dismem-¢ 
berment of the Colombian Republic oc- 
curred in the United States, with the 
approval of the highest United States 
officials, and the spoliation was largely 
in the interest of a combination of in- 
fluential capitalists who controlled the 
French Panama Canal Co.,” declared 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebrasks, in the 
Senate today. 

Hitchcock was speaking in support of 
his resolution calling upon the Presi- 
dent for the complete correspondence 
with Colombia in connection with the 
canal. From this, he said, he expected 
the people would know “whether we are 
honest and just, and whether the time 
has not come when we should act the 
part of decency, if not generosity, to- 
wards Colombia.”’ 

The Senator assailed the Washington 
Government’s course and referred to 
what he said was a blunt declaration 
of former President Roosevelt, in a 
speech recently delivered in ‘California, 
that he “took the canal zone.”’

“It is not possible,’’ he said, ‘‘to lock 
up in official archives the sensational 
ahd disgraceful record of our treatment 
of Colombia, our breach of solemn trea- 
t’, our instigation of an insurrection, our 
weoliation of a weak sister republic.” 


# It was too late to restore Panama to 


Colombia, he declared, because the Unit- 
ed States title to the Panama Canal 
and, through the influence of the United 
States, »the existence of the Panama 
republic were settled for all time by in- 
ternational agreement. He believed, 
however, that justice would not be done 
until the canal controversy had been re- 
opened and Colombia’s claims against 
this Government for damages had been 
settled by arbitration. 
“The American people know,”’’ contin- 
ued Senator Hitchcock, “that President 
Roosevelt cut short all negotiations with 
Colombia for possession of the canal 
strip and, at the psychological moment, 
ordered the Nashville of our American 
navy to Colon, arriving there Nov. 2; 
On Nov. 2, a Colombia gunboat arrived 
with troops for garrison duty at Pan- 
ama and at that time our American 
officers had reported everything quiet 
on the isthmus and that Colombia was 
in indisputable control] of the province. 
Cites “Comic Opera” Revolution. 
“High officials in Washington were 
frantic for news as to the revolution, 
and the next day,ewhile representatives 
of the American navy were retraining the 
troops which Colombia had sent to pre- 
serve order and to down any insur- 
rection, that ridiculous comic opera 
revolution occurred in the towa of 
Panama, a few miles away. 
“The American people knew that if 
the 500 troops of Colombia had been per- 
mitted to reach the town of Panama 
there would have been no revolution. 
This was done, notwithstanding a sol- 
emn treaty of peace and friendship ex- 
isting between the United States and 
Colombia’s sovereignty on the Panama 
Isthmus in return for certain rights and 
privileges which the United States had 
secured there. 
“The pretense for all this was that 
Colombia had refused to accept United 
States’ terms as to the Panama Canal. 
We were proposing to buy from the Pana- 
ma Canal Co., represente’ by Crom- 
well and other New York financiers, 
their rights to the Panama Canal. What- 
ever rights they had, cdme from Colom- 
a 

Right to Reject Treaty. 
“Our representatives drew up a treaty 
under which the United States was to 
pay the company and secure the rights 
in the canal strip needed to perfect its 
title. Either Government had a right 
to reject the treaty. It' was naturally 
ratified by the United States, but Co- 
lombia finally rejected it because it- had 
no power to surrender sovereignty over 
the strip without some amendment to its 
Constitution. Colombia was absolutely 
within her rights."’ 

ator Hitchcock referred to the 
pending arbitration treaty as likely to 
lead to entanglement with Great 
Britain and said he would like to know 
why “some of these associations that 
are spending Andrew Carnegie’s money 
and some of these orators talking for

Dfx has issued a state- 
ment saying hé will justify and main- 
tain his determination that Brandt is 
not worthy of a pardon until it is con- 
clusively shown that- the former valet 
of Mortimer L. Schiff did not commit 
the crime for which he was sentenced 
to 30 years’ imprisonment. The Governor 
says the statement is his. ‘farewell 
word” in the case unless the higher 
courts set aside the writ of habeas 
corpus releasing Brandt. 

The Governor declares he has no re- 
gret for hissaction, and offers no ex- 
cuses. Moral as well as legal consid- 
erations, he says, influenced him. 
Referring to the statement of Brandt 
and his attorneys that no attempt was 
made to attack the honor of a womar 


Lin the prisoner’s appeal for clemency, 


the Governor says: 

“There remains only to say that the 
application for clemency does include 
statements of a scandalous nature and 
which reflect upon the integrity and 
honor of a woman who is mentioned by 
name, 

His “Duty to Protect Names.” 
‘Ir, the exercise of executive discre- 
tion it is as much my duty to protect 
the fair name of a woman and a mother 
who has never had an opportunity to 
defend that which is dearer than life 
and liberty as it is to protect the much- 
tnooted legal rights of one who has been 
convicted of a crime upon his ewn plea 
of guilty. 

“I decided that, upon Brandt’s own 
admissions and statements, he was not 
a proper subject for executive clemency, 
without regard to the truth or falsity 
of his sworn statements and admissions 
in open court. In the letters submitted 
10 me, he has atiempted to disprove the 
crime to which he formerly pleaded 
guilty by stating facts and uttering in- 
sinuations which would make him guilty 
of a still more abhorrent offense, an 
offense against the sanctity of the home 
by an accusation I utterly disbelieve. ,I 
refused, through the exercise of exec- 
utive clemency to condone a wrong more 
despicable and insiduous than burglary 
or assault by blasting the character and 
reputation of a-woman on the unsup- 
ported statement of a self-confessed for- 
ger, who, in the letter which is before 
me, calls God to witness the truth of 
present statements which contradict 
those which he previously uttered — 
oath. 

“But while I frankly and icteubeanibe 
base my refusal to extend clemency 


jupon the fact that in his effort to se- 


cure a pardon, Brandt has not scrupled

CHINESE OUTLAWS | 
KILL 8 PERSONS 
IN MISSION RAID 


Scandinavian Survivors of the 
Slaughter on Nov. 24 Hide 
Six Weeks Afterward. 








TWO ESCAPE IN POND 





Buildings Battered Down and 
Fanatics Use Clubs to End 
Lives of Victims. 





By Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 29.—Bringing 


persons connected with Christian mis- 


sions by fanatical Chinese outlaws, last 
October, 24 mission workers arrived to- 
day on the liner China from the province 
of Shensi in Central China, 

The victims of the. slaughter were 
George Alstrand, 13 years old; Mrs. 
Richard Beckman, Zelma Beckman, 12; 
Ruth Beckman, 8; Hulda Bergstrom, 13; 
Oscar Bergstrom, 10; Hilda Nelson, 16; 
George Vantne, teacher at a mission 
school at Sian Fu. 

The story of the massacre was told by 


Nelson, of the Scandinavian alliance 
mission at Pinchow, who with his wife 
and their five children were passengers 


Saved by Hiding tm Lake. 
In recounting the outrages of the 
Chinese, Nelson dwelt on the remark- 
able escape of Richard Beckman, who, 
after seeing his wife and daughter 
clubbed to death, waded into a lake with 
his 88-year-old daughter in his arms and 
in the darkness escaped. 
“There were about forty persons as- 
sociated with the Scandinavian mission 
stationed in the city of Pin Chow at 
the time of the massacre,’’ said Nelson. 
“‘We had heard nothing but the 
vaguest rumors of the revolution at Pin 
Chow, and on Oct. 16 we started for 
Sian Fu to attend a meeting of the 
missions there. Accompanied by my 
wife and daughter, Hilda, and other 
missionaries, we arrived at Sian Fu 
three days later. Hilda went out to the 
mission in the southern suburbs in 
charge of Mr. Beckman, while we re- 
mained at another station. On Oct. 21 
news of the revolution reached Sian 
Fu and the band of marauders respon- 
sible for the massacre started on their 
career of murder and pillage. 
“The mission was one of the first 
of the mission compound were stormed 
at 1 o’clock in the morning. The Chi- 
nese surrounded the house before the 


placed for such an emergency at the 
rear wall. The house was barricaded, 
and the bandits went on their way after 
setting fire to the outer walls. 
Hiding Place Broken Down. 
‘The women and children then hid in 
an outbuilding, while Beckman, with 
his little daughter, sought refuge in the 
shrubbery. Two of the marauders re- 
turned after a little while, kicked in 
the door of the outbuilding and killed 
all those who had hidden there, either 
clubbing them down in the doorway or 
beating them to death after a short 
pursuit. Beckman helped his daughter 
Selma and Vatne over the wall, but 
they were soon caught. 
“From a conversation he overheard, 
Beckman learned thet he and his baby 
daughfer were the only ones left alive, 
and eaters soon commenced to work 
throfigh the bushes tn search of him. 
To/escape them he waded to the mid- 
of the shallow pond where he was 
hidden by the darkness. After about 
an hour, he heard commands given 
that the pond be guarded until day- 
light, except for the north bank, which 
was too steep to be climbed. Realizing 
that his only hope for life lay in that 
direction Beckman worked his way to 
that end of the pond and managed to 
place the baby on the top of the bank. 
Before he could climb up beside her, 
however, the little one began to cry, 
and he had to take her down and quiet 
her. Again he placed her on the bank, 
and again was he frustrated in his es- 
cape by the crumbling bank, which 
caved on top of him. The third time 
he was successful and made his way 
tc a mission in another part of the 
city. 





Bodies Unburied Three Days. 
“The bodies of the slaughtered children 
and teachers lay where they had fallen 
for three days, when they were hastily 
buried by a company of soldiers. Later 
they were interred with full military 
honors,’’ 

The missionaries were shut in at Sian 
Fu for six weeks before it was con- 
sidered safe for them to travel. They 
then made their way to the coast, giv- 
ing @ full report of the massacre to the 
American Consul at Hankow, who was 
to take up the matter with the authori- 
ties at Pekin. Beckman and his baby 
daughter were left at Shanghai when 
the party,sailed on their return.
